The physical training of members of the team is 
most important as marching in bad weather and hunger are the usual 
a econpanieTaent of partisan life, .Avery man should be equip oed with 
good vaans arid trained in the use of a compass.” 

”h. As you will see from this message much of it was repeating the 
obvious and therefore of no great value. It showed however that the party 
is making progress, though still on the move.
